MUTINY ON A VESSEL. 


Chinese and Russians Fig h t Aboard a 


B ritish Ship. 


Ran Diego, Cal., May 8.—With 021 
Chinese steernge passengers at war 
with 212 Russian steerage passengers, 
all on their 
way from 
Vladivostok 
and Shanghai to Mazatlan and Guay* 
mas, the British steam er Maori King 
put In here 
In distress. 
A 
state of 
mutiny exists on board the vessel and 
the ship Is now at quarantine under 
guard of Immigration custom officials 
while awaiting settlem ent of the m at­ 
ter. 
Captain Duncan Righted the pier at 
Coronado and thought he could land 
there but got into shoal waters. 
The 
sea was calm but tho tide was falling 
and the first report was that he was 
aground. 
Tie finally entered the har­ 
bor. 
Trouble began soon after the steam ­ 
er left Shanghai between the Chinese 
and T.e Sun Lab an immigration con­ 
tractor. and tho 
steerage passengers 
threatened to run the 
ship hack to 
China. 
The dispute was quieted hut 
trouble broke out again when a Boxer 
stabbed a coolie. 
On Friday last one 
of the R ussians struck a Chinaman J 
and laid his Load open. 
The 900 Ch!- 1 
nose then attacked the 200 Russians 
and before they could

fourteen persons were wounded.

Butte, Mont., May 8.—Wounded by 
five bullets tired by two hold-up men, 
Engineer Jam es Clow 
of the North 
(’oust limited on Hie Northern Pacific 
road with one last heroic effort prob­ 
ably saved tile lives of hundreds of 
passengers 
by turning 
on the 
air ' 
brakes and preventing 
an appalling 
wreck. 
Then he died. 
The North Coast limited, eastbound, 
was held up by two masked men near 
Welch's Spur, a siding eighteen miles 
east of Butte. 
Engineer Jam es Clow was shot and 
killed and Fireman 
Jam es Sullivan 
was shot through the arm. 
W ithout making an attem pt to blow 
the express car, as evidently was in­ 
tended, the robbers jumped from the 
engine and ran down the mountain 
side, disappearing in a gulch several 
hundred yards from the track. 
William Powers, aged thirty-four, 
who says he came here last week from 
Sand Point, Ida., was arrested near 
Woodville 
by a sheriff’s posse, 
sus­ 
pected of being 
one of 
the hold-up 
men. 
He said he m eant to board a 
train at Woodville and beat his way 
out: of the country. 
He 
denied all 
knowledge of the m urder and hold-up 
at Welch’s, but he was sent to Butte 
by the sheriff. 


Officers Took the T rail. 


Sheriff Henderson of Butte was no­ 
tified of the crime and with a posse 
left by train 
for the scene 
of the 
hold-up. 
Sheriff 
W ebb 
of 
Yellow­ 
stone county was on the North Coast 
limited, and with one of the train crew 
started on the trail 
of the hold-up 
men fifty minutes after the shooting. 
He trailed the men half 
a mile and 
after picking up their masks lost all 
trace of the bandits. 
On the tender of the locomotive was 
found a telescope 
grip full 
of giant 
powder, evidently Intended for use in 
blowing up the express car.

sumably at the Butte Transfer, where 
r locomotive for the Montana division 
was attached. One mile west of Welch 
the men crawled over the tender.

Congressman Lindbergh Discusses Rail­ 


roads and Gives His Views on 


Rates, Etc. 


In the current issue of the Alexandria 
Post News Hon. C. A. Lindbergh, mem­ 
ber of 
t o ogress from this district, is in­ 
terviewed and the following w ill be of 
interest to his constituents iii this sec­ 
tion: 
Of the different m atters 
receiving 
consideration by th*' federal government 
the one that has consumed tho most 
thought lately is transportation. 
The 
Panama canal is not forgotten, but the 
real fasionable thing is to hammer th*' 
railways. Of course they deserve pound 
ing into consistency b u t there is a great 
u*. al of pounding 
because it s lite 
pre 
sent fashion of politics. 
T h e railroads ar** the arteries through 
which our trade relations extend to all 
parts of the country. 
In th e past they 
have been extended and adjusted to the 
will of individul men 
anil .syndicates. 
T h e selfish interest of these produced a 
condition 
that was and still is 
incon­ 
sistent with the reasonable demand-1 of 
the common people. 
Therefore a wave 
of discontent has grown 
up. 
It re­ 
quires a lot of adjustm ent to meet 
this 
wave of vigorous public opinion 
ami to 
fit it with new acta. 
The railway m an­ 
agements required some pretty vigorous 
examples before they really understood 
th a t they had to ail ju st and they are 
complaining a good deal about ,overleg 
islation and making it appear that it is 
likely to bring about a re -action in busi­ 
ness. 
T h a t is a sort of fen ing precess in 
which they justify for it is necessary to 
be reasonable. 
They see a tendency in 
some places to be unreasonable. 
T h e 
railways have 
had at least ten 
years of immense prosperty. 
We have 
all been working for them 
paying their 
officers big salaries, their 
stockholders 
good dividends and all th** tw+++* making 
betterm ents out of 
profits. 
We have 
seen 
many of their stocks increase in 
value several huudred per cent. 
Nta 
lim by 
we all began to think there was 
too much in it when wesaw such figures 
of prosperity in th a to n e special interest 
over tho same period 
witfiout seeing 
nearly an average proportionate increase 
in the wages of the rank and file of the 
employes and without seeing something 
like the same prosperty coming to 
tho 
farmers, country m erchant and factor 
ins. 
We 
knew the railways, so far as 
charges made and in many cases so far 
as the services rendered, 
were out of 
harmony w ith the country people. 
T h e railway 
m anagem ents did’*not, 
of their own 
motion, undertake 
to ad­
